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'  I  ^HE  contents  of  this  number  of  the 
Herald  will  give  assurance  to 
the  graduates  that  the  school,  while 
prosperous,  is  not  purchasing  prosper- 
ity at  the  price  of  a  lowered  standard 
in  any  department,  but  rather  that  she 
is  reaping  the  reward  of  fidelity  to  the 
principles  that  have  always  character- 
ized her.  While  it  is  to  the  interest 
of  the  school  to  advance  pupils  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  we  decline  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  such  short  cuts  as 
preparation  for  Csesar  in  six  weeks  or 
the  completing  of  Elementary  Algebra 
in  one  term.  Students  are  drilled  in 
Latin  for  one  year  before  being  put  into 
Csesar,  and  thus  a  solid  foundation  is 
laid  for  the  making  of  a  Latin  scholar. 
At  least  three  terms  of  hard  work  are 
required  in  Elementary  Algebra.  It 
is  not  required  that  all  this  work  shall 
be  done  here,  but  it  is  required  to  be 
done.  In  English,  also,  not  only  are 
two  terms  work  of  technical  grammar 
necessary  for  pupils  who  have  ad- 
vanced beyond  '  Language  Lessons," 
but  also  three  terms  of  daily  work  in 
Composition  as  a  preparation  for  the 
study  of  English  Literature. 

While  the  diploma  in  the  Elementary' 
course  does  not  represent  an  extended 
course  of  studies,  the  Indiana  diploma 
is  well  known  to  represent  good  prepar- 


ation in  the  branches  pursued,  one  of 
the  qualifications  of  the  success'iil 
teacher.  In  the  strictly  professional 
work  there  has  been  no  relaxation  of 
requirement. 

The  intellectual,  moral  and  physical 
needs  of  the  students  have  given  rise 
to  organization  of  pupils  in  all  depart- 
ments, which  are  carefully  fostered  by 
members  of  the  faculty  severally  de- 
voted to  their  interests. 


/^NE  of  the  four  Departments  of  the 
Indiana  State  Normal  School  is 
the  College  Preparatorj'  Department. 
The  increasing  demand  in  this  age  for 
men  and  women  who  are  College  grad- 
uates as  well  as  Normal  School  grad- 
uates makes  us  feel  that  this  depart- 
ment should  have  no  small  place  in 
our  considerations.  When  determin- 
ing the  merits  an3  demerits  of  a  school 
we  need  to  find  out  what  it  offers  to  a 
student;  what  varieties  of  branches  of 
study  he  may  take  up  and  what  ad- 
vantages he  may  have  after  all.  Stu- 
dents who  take  the  studies  in  the  Col- 
lege Preparatory  Course  of  our  School 
have  the  advantage  of  studying  under 
the  regular  teachers  of  the  Normal 
course.  The  most  experienced  teach- 
ers have  subjects  in  this  department. 
The  College  Preparatory  Department 
Certificate  admits  students  to  very 
many  of  our  be.st  colleges  without  an 
examination. 


fifty  are  Principals  of  schools  and  sem- 
inaries. They  are  found  in  the  large 
cities  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  some- 
times by  the  half  dozen.  As  teachers, 
the  graduates  are  in  high  repute  not 
only  throughout  Pennsylvania,  but 
also  in  the  great  West,  where  the  di- 
ploma of  Indiana  is  a  good  letter  of  in- 
troduction to  school  directors.  Grad- 
uates who  are  no  longer  teachers  may 
be  found  in  the  Governor" s  cabinet,  in 
Congress,  in  State  Legislatures,  among 
the  Judiciary,  and  in  high  standing  in 
the  learned  professions  at  home  and 
abroad .

THE  PEDAGOGICAL  CLUB. 

Alumni  forming  circles  for  profes- 
sional work,  may  get  suggestions  from 
the  Pedagogical  Club  carried  on  this 
year  by  the  faculty  at  Indiana. 

On  every  alternate  Tuesday  evening 
the  club  meets  for  one  hour  in  Dr. 
Waller's  parlor.       The  program  con- 


sists of  a  five-minute  report  on  interest- 
ing educational  movements  of  the  day, 
a  somewhat  longer  report  on  the 
educational  articles  of  the  month,  and 
an  informal  talk  by  one  of  the  teachers 
on  some  branch  of  work  of  .special 
interest  to  himself  or  herself.  The 
talk,  when  time  permits,  is  followed 
by  discussion. 

Since  the  first  meeting,  Mr.  Robert- 
son has  given  an  account  of  a  visit  to 
the  George  Junior  Republic;  Mr. 
Jaques  has  presented  the  philosophical 
side  of  Manual  Training;  Miss  Dayton 
has  told  of  some  of  the  newest  methods 
in  drawing;  Miss  Sawyer  has  pointed 
out  the  relation  of  Physical  Culture  to 
spiritual  and  physical  beauty,  and  Dr. 
Waller  has  introduced  the  Club  to  the 
writings  of  Dr.  William  T.  Harris. 

During  a  short  visit  to  Indiana  Mr. 
Chambers  gave  a  most  interesting  talk 
on  the  Normal  Schools  of  New  England 
drawn  from  notes  taken  on  the  ground. 

Under  Dr.  Waller's  leadership,  the 
Club  has  proved  itself  a  source  of 
pleasure  and  in.spiration.  If  it  has 
ideal  points  they  are  these  :  It  deals 
with  live  issues;  no  member  is  severely 
taxed  either  as  to  time  or  preparation; 
and  the  talks  are  helpful  because  they 
are  the  outcome  of  a  vital  individual 
experience  and  unhampered  by 
attempts  at  elaborate  or  formal 
expression. 

THADDEUS  STEVENS  MEMORIAL. 

The  Pennsylvania  State'  Teachers' 
Association  has  presented  a  memorial 
portrait  of  Thaddeus  Stevens  to  each 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  and  to 
each  office  of  County  and  City  Super- 
intendent. 

The  copy  recently  received  by  the 
Indiana  Normal  School  has  been 
framed  and  placed  in  the  Library  in  a 
conspicuous  place. 

It  is  especially  fitting  that  the  por- 
trait of  Thaddeus  Stevens  should  be 
placed  not  only  in  the  Normal  Schools 
but  in  each  Public  .school  throughout 
the  commonwealth.  When  the  law 
establishing  our  Public  school  sy.stem 
was  first  passed,  Thaddeus  Stevens 
was  one  of  its  principal  advocates  and 


champions  and  a  little  later  when  it 
was  violently  attacked,  he  was  its 
most  ardent  and  perhaps  ablest  defend- 
er. In  its  defense  he  made  one  of  his 
greatest  speeches,    closing  as  follows  : 

"Who  would  not  rather  do  one. 
living  deed  than  to  have  his  ashes 
enshrined  in  ever  burnished  gold  ?  Sir, 
I  trust  that  when  we  come  to  act  on 
this  question  we  shall  take  lofty 
ground,  look  beyond  the  narrow  space 
which  now  circumscribes  our  vision, 
and  so  cast  our  votes  that  the  blessing 
of  education  .shall  be  conferred  on  every 
son  of  Pennsylvania,  shall  be  carried 
home  to  the  poorest  child  of  the  poorest 
inhabitant  of  the  meanest  hut.  of  your 
mountains,  so  that  even  he  may  be 
prepared  to  act  well  his  part  in  this 
land  of  freedom,  and  lay  on  a  broad 
and  solid  foundation  for  that  enduring 
knowledge  which  goes  on  increasing 
through  increasing  eternity.  If  there 
is  any  one  thing  on  earth  which  I 
ardently  desire  above  all  others,  it  is 
to  see  Pennsylvania  standing  up  in 
her  intellectual  as  she  confessedly  does 
in  her  physical  resources,  high  above 
all  confederate  rivals.  I  have  often 
thought  and  wished  that  I  was  the 
owner  or  trustee  of  the  whole  mountain 
of  Ophir.  I  would  scatter  its  yellow 
dirt  upon  the  human  intellect  until, 
if  there  be  one  fertilizing  property  in 
it,  every  young  idea  would  shoot  forth 
with  overshadowing  luxuriance."

Religious  Notes. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  State  Con- 
vention of  Y,  W.  C.  A.  recently  held 
at  Pittsburg  and  a  similar  convention 
of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Butler,  during  the 
latter  part  of  February,  remind  us 
that  we  as  a  school,  through  our 
Christian  associations,  have  a  part  in 
these  movements  and  to  some  degree 
are  responsible  for  their  success.  The 
value  of  these  gatherings  lies  not  so 
much  in  addresses  as  in  the  opportun- 
ity to  absorb  some  of  that  spirit  of  con- 
secration and  endeavor  which  every 
delegate  feels  but  which  none  ever 
succeed  in  fully  expressing  in  words. 
This  spirit  manifests  itself  in  renewed 
activity  in  the  prayer  meeting,  in  com- 
mittee work  and  in  personal  effort.  It 
is  as  contagious  as  the  smallpox.  A 
half  dozen  wide  awake  delegates  re- 
turning from  a  live  convention  will 
give  it  to  an  entire  association. 

The  Central  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  of  Pitts- 
burg, made  the  Indiana  Normal  dele- 
gates their  special  guests  during  the 
convention.  The  members  of  the  as- 
sociation seemed  to  vie  with  one  an- 
other in  their  efforts  to  make  their 
guests  feel  at  home  and  comfortable. 
The  latest  move  of  any  considerable 
importance  tending  toward  a  unifying 
of  Christians  is  the  formation  of  the 
World's  Student  Federation.  Briefly 
stated  the  objects  of  the  federation 
are  to  unite  students'  Christian  move- 
ments throughout  the  world;  to  col- 
lect information  regarding  the  relig- 
ious condition  of  students  of  all  lands; 
to  lead  .students  to  Christ  and  deepen 
the  spiritual  life  of  all  students;  to 
arouse  interest  and  activity  in  the 
evangelization  of  the  world.  Already 
the  enrollment  includes  eleven  national 
and  international  student  movements, 
composed  of  twelve  hundred  twelve 
associations,  with  a  total  membership 
of  over  fifty-five  thousand.  While 
this  last  number  may  appear  compara- 
tively small  it  must  be  remembered 
that  it  includes  the  most  intelligent 
and  energetic  young  people  of  the 
Chirstian  world;  the  ones  who  in  a  very 
few  years  will  be  the  leaders  in    the 
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world's  progress  and  moulders  of  pub- 
lic sentiment. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  January 
9,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  together  tendered  a  reception  to 
the  new  students.  In  the  school  par- 
lor a  committee  representing  both  as- 
sociations extended  a  formal  welcome 
to  all  students,  whether  old  or  new,  to 
the  various  pastors  of  town,  to  the 
trustees  and  to  the  faculty.  In  the 
class  room  opposite  the  parlor,  tables 
had  been  set  and  tastfuUy  decorated.  In 
fact  so  inviting  did  each  appear  and  .so 
eager  did  each  group  of  young  women 
seem  to  wait  upon  one  that  it  was  no 
easy  matter  to  decide  to  which  of  the 
three  tables  to  present  one's  self.  That 
there  might  be  no  apparent  preference 
not  a  few  visited  all  three  during  the 
course  of  the  evening.  Not  alone  as  a 
means  of  affording  the  new  students  an 
opportunity  of  becoming  better  ac- 
quainted was  the  evening  a  success, 
but  also  in  stimulating  that  feeling  of 
good  will  and  comradeship  so  valuable 
in  associations  of  this  kind. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Fair, 
a  Missionary  Band,  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Y.  W.  C  A.,  meets  once 
each  month  and  receives  in.struction  in 
first  aid  to  the  injured.  The  more 
simple  and  available  remedies  for 
bruises,  burns,  broken  bones  and  even 
poison  are  studied  and  in  some  cases 
actually  prepared  for  use.  Each 
member  comes  to  the  monthly  meeting 
prepared  to  recite  a  Bible  text  appro- 
priate to  the  meeting  of  the  day. 

The  Bible  classes  in  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  are  making  a  systematic  study  of 
the  parables  of  Christ.  No  one  phase 
of  the  as.sociation  work  is  of  more 
value  to  the  young  men  of  our  school 
than  this  study  of  the  Bible.  It  is  not 
the  plan  to  study  what  some  commen- 
tator says  of  the  Bible,  but  rather  to 
study  the  Holy  Word  first  hand. 

In  one  of  the  regular  Tuesday  morn- 
ing Bible  classes  a  course  of  normal 
lessons  on  the  Bible  has  been  intro- 
duced in  addition  to  the  regular  study 
usually  assigned  for  this  class.

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It  is  with  deepest  pain  that  we 
record  the  death  of  one  of  our  former 
teachers,  John  Wilson.  He  died  at 
Spring  I,ake,  N.  J.,  of  diabetes,  on 
Monday,  February  13.  He  had  been 
ill  for  about  two  years,  his  last  sickness 
beginning  last  September.  Mr.  Wil- 
son was  born  37  years  ago  and  was  the 
son  of  a  Presbyterian  minister  at 
Shrewsburg,  N.  J.  He  attended 
Philips  Exeter  Academy  and  later  was 
graduated  from  Princeton  in  the  class 
of '82.  In  the  year  following  his 
graduation  he  taught  Latin  and  Greek 
at  Indiana,  and  later  was  professor  of 
Latin  in  Shadyside  Academy,  East 
End,  Pitt.sburg.  He  studied  law  in 
the  University  ot  Virginia.  Mr. 
Wilson  married  Miss  Susan  C.  Minor, 
daughter  ol  Hon.  J.  B.  Minor,  Dean 
of  the  Law  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  who,  with  three 
children,  survives  him.  '  The  decea.sed 
was  a  member  of  the  University  Club, 
of  Pittsburg,  and  of  the  Phi  Kappa 
Prii  and  Phi  Delia  Phi  fraternities. 
The  story  ot  Mr.  Wil.son's  life  so  briefly 
told  conveys  no  idea  of  the  superiority 
of  his  mind  and  the  charm  and  noble- 
ness of  his  character.  While  at 
Indima  as  in  most  of  his  life  he 
suffered  from  delicate  health,  yet  no 
teacher  that  we  ever  knew  made  a 
deeper  or  more  lasting  impression  upon 
hispup'ls.  The  delicacy  of  his  per- 
ceptions and  the  quickness  and  warmth 
of  his  sympathies,  won  their  hearts 
while  his  refined  and  stron.i;  intellect 
and  skillful  work,  connnanded  their 
respect.  All  recognized  in  him  a  loyal 
friend  and  a  true,  brave-hearted  man. 
His  fellow  teachers  and  his  pupils  at 
Indiana  grieve  the  untimely  close  of 
that  promising  career  which  they 
witched  with  so  much  love  and 
interest. 

Just  as  we  go  to  press  we  learn  with 
.sorrow  of  the  death  of  our  former 
student,  Dan  S.  McComish.  The  .sad 
event  took  place  on  Saturday  morning, 
February  25,  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  a  student  of  medicine.  The 
three     McComisli     brothers,    Charles, 


Dan  and  Ralph,  have  been  educated 
almost  entirelj-  at  Indiana,  where 
Charles  and  Ralph  are  now  pursuing 
post  graduate  studies.  At  the  open- 
ing of  the  Spanish  war  the  two  last 
named  immediately  enlisted  in  the 
army,  and  so  Dan  wi.shed  to  do.  But 
his  mother,  feeling  that  two  of  her 
three  sons  were  enough  to  be  expo.sed 
to  the  probable  dangers -of  camp  and 
battle,  urged  Dan  to  his  studies  and 
safety.  But  it  is  not  for  us  to  know 
the  future.  It  is  an  unseen  hand  that 
guards  and  keeps  our  beloved,  an  un- 
comprehended  wisdom  that  metes  out 
to  us  our  bereavement  and  sorrow. 
Only  by  an  act  of  faith  in  God  can  we 
accept  and  still  say,  "Thy  will  be 
done."  The  teachers  ofthe.se  young 
men  and  their  fellow  students  alike 
extend  most  hearty  sympathy  to  the 
bereaved  family  and  pray,  that  by  an 
unfaltering  trust,  they  may  be  sustain- 
ed and  soothed  in  meeting  this  great 
and  unexpected  loss. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Dortha  Louks 
Kelly  '87,  which  occurred  at  her  home 
in  Scottdale,  in  August  last,  brought 
sorrow  to  a  family  in  which  Indiana 
feels  more  than  a  usual  interest.  Five 
of  its  members  have  attended  school 
here  and  three  of  them  are  among  its 
Alumni.  Dortha  illustrated  the  family 
traits  of  quiet  ability  and  high  ideals 
of  duty.  At  14  she  joined  the  Pres- 
byteiian  church  and  in  it  was  a 
consecrated  worker  until  her  death. 
One  of  the  good  things  she  loved  to 
point  to,  was  the  Jr.  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  of 
her  churcii  which  she  organized  and 
of  which  she  was  the  fir.st  president. 
She  was  married  about  two  years  be- 
fore her  death  and  besides  her  husband, 
left  a  little  ten  months  old  daughter, 
Charlotte. 

WASHINGTON'S  BIRTHDAY. 

The  celebration  of  February  22nd 
has  grown  to  be  the  feature  of  social 
life  at  Normal,  and  never  was  it  more 
generally  participated  in  or  more 
cheerfully  enjoyed  than  during  the 
past  week. 

The  general  plan  was  the  same  as 
for  the  past  three   years,  this  year  the 


Senior  cla.ss  having  it  in  charge,  ably 
assisted  by  the  other  students.  The 
dining  room  was  beautifully  decorated 
with  national  colors,  and  the  students 
at  each  table  used  much  good  taste  and 
ingenuity  in  making  their  own  table 
attractive.  The  central  table  was 
reserved  for  Gen.  Washington,  his 
suite,  and  ladies.  Colonial  costumes 
prevailed  and  many  quaint  and  pretty 
gowns  and  some  really  beautiful  ones, 
and  powered  hair  were  becoming  to 
old  and  young  alike.  The  seniors  from 
town  were  present  and  an  unusually 
large  number  of  visitors. 

The  students  remained  standing 
until  Gen.  Washington's  party  had 
entered  and  been  seated;  then  all  did 
justice  to  the  repast.  At  the  close  the 
students  again  arose  and  remained 
standing  while  the  Presidential  party 
filed  out. 

Following  the  dinner  was  a  recep- 
tion by  the  President  and  Cabinet  in 
the  parlor.  Gen.  Mansfield  (Mr. 
Gordon)  received  cards  at  the  door 
and  presented  each  colonial  guest. 

But  the  feature  of  the  evening  came 
as  a  surprise  to  all.  Lord  Cornwallis 
and  suite  arrived,  accompanied  by  a 
band  of  most  realistic  Indians  in  full 
panoply  of  war  paint  and  feathers. 
The  gallant  English  officer  and  his 
soldiers  formed  the  guard  of  honor  to 
the  President's  party  in  the  grand 
march  that  soon  followed,  and  the  red 
coats  and  Indian  costumes  added  a 
pleasing  touch  of  color  in  all  the  fol- 
lowing dances. 

Lemonade  was  served  during  the 
evening  and  the  merriment  lasted  until 
eleven  o'clock.  The  Presidential 
party  was  as  follows  :
